British and French Have Gained on 
Somme Front. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—After an ar- 
tillery bombardment so terrific that 
the advanced sections of the . Ger- 
mans’ third line were swept away, 
the British and French Sunday 
morning smashed forward in a tre- 
mendous assault on a front of eight 
miles, From east of Delwood to the 
Somme .the © blow waa struck, and 
whole systems of trenches, the work 
of months, were carried. 

Great losses were inflicted on the 
Germans, <Jore than 600 prisoners 
were found in the shattered ditches 
and dugouts, 

The most pronounced gains were 
made by the British: These troops 
smashed forward beyond the Water- 
lot farm, Trones wood, and’ the 
Maltzorn farm, formerly mere out- 
posts of the British front, breaking 
well beyond the frontiers of the Ger. 
man third” line’ and establishing 
themselves in strong positions, 

On the British right,” the French, 
attacking simultaneously ona front 
from a height north-east of Harde- 
court to the river, carried a German 
trench system on a front for a dis 
tance at one point of half a mile, 
seized a foothold in Maurepas, and 
conquered a wood and powerfully- 
fortified quarry north of Hem, 

Street Oghting is now going on in 
Maurepas, a village stronghold, 
which has withstood until the pre- 
sent, all assaults, 

Sunday's victory puts the Franco- 
tish allies in'a posit‘on to strike a 
powerful blow at Comb, s, the strong 
German point: of support between 
Bapaume and Peronne, It also marks 
a further advance of the wedge which 
is being driven into the Kaiser's 
front between these two key positions 
of the 100-mile Noyon salient. 

The British are continuing the 
nibbling’ tactics on other sections 
of the front stretching down to the 
sea.

® considerable number of fields un- 
cut and many more in the cock walt- 
ing their turn to be drawn into the 
barns or to the stacks. It has been 
many years since this’ district has 
seen 60 many stacks of hay as are vis- 
ible; this season. It is a good sign 
and means abundance of fodder for 
Ontario's live stock this coming win- 
ter. 

There Is a great difference between 
crops in the southern townships and 
those nerth of Madoc. “The drought 
in the north appears to have worked 
irreparable injury to the cereal crops 
Even the hay promises a light yield. 
The pastures are bleached almost 
white, About the only cereal grown 
is oats. This crop was extremely 
thin and light. The straw was 
standing about a foot high and fn full 
head. Indications in the majority of 
flelds were that little more than the 
seed would result from the threshing. 
In the best flelds the promise did not 
seem good for more than ten bushels 
to the acre. 

The southern townships have grain 
crops that grade all the way from ex- 
cellent to n.g. Fall wheat is almost in- 
variably good as is rye. Barley, oats 
and spring wheat show great yvaria- 
tions {n the same neighborhood and 
even in the same field. On the higher, 
yell drained lands the straw is long 
and luxuriant. If*the drought has 
not caused a shrinkage of the grain 
the yield in such cases should be very 
satisfactory. But on the low-lying, 
badiy drained and heavy lands where 
the cereal crop was late sown there 
{fs almost total failure. Corn shows 
‘the same frregularity as the other

“The British soldicr,” said he, “is 

used -to thinking for himself, and 
recognizes the stubborn task before 
him, but the German Is docile in his 
obedience and’ takes his {deas’ from 
hig superiors without question. He 
was led to believe that the offensive 
of our new army, which was not 
taught their kind of discipline, and 
therefore was Snediclent, could not 
be formidable. 
. “The third years of the war will 
be the Allies’ year. No less than 
France,:now that we are Teady, wo 
shall give all the strength there is in 
us to drive the Invader from her soll 
and from that of Belgium. England 
will not achieve her full strength on 
land, however, until next summer, 
All those who believe that our cause 
is the cause of civilization may rest 
assured’ that this army has no 
thought except to go on delivering

More than three weeks” elapsed 
after the assassination of the Aus- 
trian Archduke and his wife before 
Austria took any step with regard to 
Serbia..Suddenly her ultimatum was 
presented by von Berchiold. It gave 
the Serbian Government 48 hours in 
which to reply. If at the end of 48 
hours a favorable answer had not 
been received diplomatic’ relations 
Were to be suspended, and the next 
step would be war. ‘But short as was 
this time, Austria so calculated that 
it would be further shortened by the 
fact that the men who would really 
Geal with the crisis would not be at 
their pdsts, On the day the ultimatum 
was delivered the Austrian’ Emperor 
was at Ischi, pome six boars: byzrail 
from Vienna. 

On the same day the Kalser was 
yachting. in Scandinavian waters. He, 
too, was, formally, aut of reach of 
the German Govertfment. Again, 
“Our Emperor is away. If he-were 
here no doubt something might be 
done, but in the meantime Serbia 
must submit, so must Russia,” Wil- 
helm did not return ‘to Potsdam 
until 36 hours after the expiry of the 
time Mmit.

Nothing ’can be clearer than 
the determination of the Austria Jun- 
kers led by the Foreign Minister to 
bring on the war before Europe 
would have an opportunity of Inter- 
yening, before Serbia could commun- 
feate with her friends, before ‘the 
bowers not bound to Austria could 
collect themselves. The fact that 
yon Berchtold fell into disgrace later 
is another story,

These four stepa are taken in prepar. 
ing any meal in any kitchen and are 
always done tn this order, although we 
may not notice it. This fs the reason 
why the equipment which corresponds 
to these steps or on which they are 
done must also be arranged in the 
game, order—that {s, the equipment 
which corresponds to step 1 is refriger- 
ator or pantry, to step 2 the table or 
kitchen’ cabinet, ‘to step 3 a stove or 
fireless cooker, to step 4 another table 
or working surface. 

Because these same steps are taken 
tn every kitchen the arrangement of 
this equipment can be exactly the 
same In some homes a larger re 
frigerator may be required, or there 
may be an electric stove instead of a 
as stove. Bot the placing or the ar 
Tangement of them will be the same 
in their respective kitchens. 80 you 
can arrange your particular equip- 
ment in the samo right order, so that 
the refrigerator, table. stove and serv- 
ing table are in one group on one side 
ofthe room. For clearing away meals— 

1. Take solied dishes from dining ta- 
ble and lay to right of sink. 

2. Wash dishes. 

& Drain to left of sink. 

4. Dry and lay away. 

Therefore on tbe other side of the 
kitchen we arrange the equipment to 
correspond to these steps. In other 
words, the “clearing away” equip 
ment of drainboards, sink and shelves 
are in another separate group from 
those of “preparing.” 

The basis of the labor saving kitchen 
is here: Keep the equipment of preper- 
ing the meal and clearing away the 
meal entirely separate. The reason 
some kitchens are difficult to work to 
ts just because the sink is next the 
stove or the refrigerator ts away from 
the kitchen table, or there is some 
other poor arrangement which makes 
it necessary for the worker to trot 
back and forth, taking useless steps. 
You will know how to arrange every 
single piece of equipment in your 
kitchen If you see that it is so placed 
that in: working you" move continuous- 
ly in the same direction, making a 
“chain of steps.” For instance, you 
know that ft must be wrong to have a 
sink at the right of the stove because 
you never take the tot pots from the 
stove and lay them into the sink! No! 
You need a table to the right of the 
stove, do you not? Similarly you want 
the shelves on which dishes are to be 
laid away near the sink to avoid carry- 
ing trays some distance.

An Ip 
Yowigation 1s uot curried out by a gen 
eral purpose coustabte, as at Scotinnd 
Yard It ts eonductod ‘by an officer ac- 
companied by a corps of experta. The 
“murder board" ts an original German 
idea: -A homicide mystery is iuvesti- 
gated by one of the murder boards 
from the detective center. ‘This board 
will consist of a Dhotographer, a’ sur. 
geon, a chemist, experts on blood stains 
and finger prints, some one having ex- 
derience in taking molds of footprints, 
marks of burglar tools, and ro forth. 
These murder boards, commissions or 
equads are always available under the 
German system. Each of these squads 
§s given a single criminal mystery to 
work out. It cannot be put on a sec 
oud mystery until the rst ts elther 
solved ut abandoned. 

The advantage of such a system is at 
once apparent. It means that a thor- 
ough, minute, scientific examination 
will be made at the theater of a ¢rime 
and that each succeeding step will be 
comprehensire, 

The German idea is thet a mystery 
should be examined’ from‘ the center 
out. It is an ever widening circle, and 
if-the investigation moves outward al 
ways ip an increasing are a solution in 
the end fs inevitable. The thing is 
merely a question of aclentific exum!. 
nation. Every resource of science Is 
brought to the aid of a criminal inves- 
tigation through the great laboratories 
in Berlin and otber German cities de- 
voted to the uses of the detective de 
partments of the mperia! police. 

The whole postal system is at the 
service of the German police. They 
have the right to open and examine 
anything passing through ..the. post 
which may seem to them to be impor. 
tant to their criminal investigation de- 
partment. They are able to do this so 
cleverly that the arerage person does 
not discover that bis letter has been 
tampered with. However, when the 
police wish to know whether one of 
thelr letters has been opened a number 
of devices are resorted to which will 
at once indicate any effort to disturb 
the envelope. Among these is the de- 
vice of putting a certalu chemical tn 
the gum on the enrelope fap. If such 
an envelope is subjected to the least 
heat in an effort to steam It open a 
stain will appear along the line of the 
gum border. 

It must be remembered that the Ger. 
Man police bave one great advantage 
over Scotland Yard or any American 
Getective center. A complete record of 
everybody is alwaya available tn the 
Germau empire. If one changes’ his 
Place of residence or travels from one 
Point to another his departure and ar- 
rival must be registered with the po- 
lice + 

It is not to be concluded. however, 
that all dangerous crooks are by this 
means excluded, Rome of the mont dar- 
ing and togentous sharpers of which 
we bave any knowledge have carried 
out their fraudulent devices In spite 
of the elaborate protective system. 

A famous international cracksmao 
One night looted the office of a busi- 
peas house in a German village. He 
expected to obtain a considerable suia 
of money {n cash, bot he got instead a 
small sum and a sight draft on’ a bank- 
ing house in a neighboring city for 
some 8000 marks, The ordinary cracks. 
man would have gone no further. He 
would have known the robbery would 
be discovered In the morning and the 
banking house telegraphed to stop pay- 
ment on the draft. 

But the German swindier was a per- 
bon of greater resuurces. He disguised 
himself as a police comminsioner, weat 
in the night to the residence of the 
Owner. of the: business house, awak: 
ened him, told him that his office bad 
been robbed and inquired what- the 

j robbers could have taken. The man 
gave the sum of money on hand. The 
false commissioner inquired if there 
were any papers. The man repiied that 
there was a draft for 8,000 marks and 
®ave the address of the banking house 
on which it was drawn. The swindler 
called for a sheet of paper and wrote 
out a telegram to the chief of police In 
the city in which the banking house 
Was situated. directing bim to advise 
the) bankers to stop payment on the 
Graft and to take the proper Precau- 
tlons to arrest anybody who presented 
it for payment.* He read the telegram 
over to the man. He then directed the 
tradesman to say nothing about the

The British Foreign Office has is-

refusing to work as directed. Those 
refusing to work are liable to impria- 
onment from a fortnight to a year: 
all persons, communes, associations, 
or other groups giving rellef to those 
who refuse to work are Hable to a 
fine of not more than $2,500, and 
imprisonment for not more than two 
a German) military’: tribunals 

ve the enforcement of the decree: 
But the most important. provision is 
this: “Instead of having recourse to 
penal prosecution, the governors, the 
military’ commandants having the 
same:functions; and the heads of dis 
tricts, can order that/the ‘recalcitrant 
workmen shall be led dy force to the 
places where they are to work" (for 
Germany). The methods permitted 
by this mildty-worded order may be 
Judged from the “report of the’ Bel- 
sian Commission of Enquiry. 

This report seys of conditions as 

{ they were a year ago: “Following 
upon the refusal of workmen to work 
on the requisition of the German au- 
thorities, the latter attempted to 
starve them. They forbade the ¢om- 
munal authorities to give them re 
lef either in kind or in money. Some

Department is getting rid of many of 
its most mature and experienced 
teachers by means of regulations 
which are both retroactive and un- 
just. We shall now show how by an- 
other device of “Raising the Stan- 
dard” the boys and girls of Ontario 
are lald low on the very threshold of 
a teacher's career. To be knocked 
out early in this struggle is not with- 
out the compensating advantage of 
avoiding greater troubles later on. 

Ontario has now several normal 
schools to supply permanent second 
class certificate teachers in sufficient 
numbers to meet the requirements of 
Ontario and to the end that the limit- 
ed third-class certificate teacher, may 
disappear in time entirely. 


Still a Shortage of Teachers 


The several normal schools, train- 
ing second class teachers and the sey- 
eral mode! schools, training third- 
class teachers have been running full 
capacity in Ontario for at least the 
past five years and etill all the schools 

requiring a duly qualified teacher can- 
not be supplied. Permits to unquall- 
fled persons in considerable numbers 
for public school work were granted 
during the past year.

The bridgehead was the last defence of the Austrians, Vien 
na admits that it has been evacuated. At this powerful position 
the Austrians have held out for more than a year, against the 
most powerful blows the Italians could strike. 

The loss of Goritz will: mark the first step in an Italian 
march on Triete, the great Austrian port which rests on the 
Adriatic, twenty-two miles to the southeast. The Isonzo was 
the most powerful line of\defence possible for the Austrians. 
This line carried, the Italians will find the complete recapture 
of the Irredentist provinces a much easier task. 

The speedy developments in the Italian situation have 


:| caused the greatest surprise in London. Little information had 


been allowed to trickle through from the front since the begin- 
ning of the offensive. 

Even with the greatest power it had been expected that the 
reduction of the Isonzo line would be a work of. weeks. Some 
of the lofty heights, which had been converted into fortresses, 
presented almost insuperable obstacles to General -Cadorna’s 
men. 

The Italian offensive was launched to coincide with the 
tremendous %lows of the Russians on Austria’s eastern front, 
which prevent her fro mwithdrawing men for the defence of 
her southern. borders. 

A despatch from Rome to The Daily News late last night 
Says: : : 

“The Itallan occupation of Doritz appears certain in the 
near future, if it has not already occurred. The city. is. unten- 
able to the Austrians, who have abondoned their positions and 


sought refuge in houses, from which they are sniping. They |

FRENCH PREMIER ON CANADIANS, : 

LONDON, Aug. 9.—Mr. N. W. Rowell, leader of the Opposi- 
tion in the Ontario Legislature, has returned to London pro- 
foundly impressed by three weeks’ visit to France and Flanders. 
In addition to discussing with Cabinet Ministers and other rep- 
resentative men the problems of social and economic conditions 
in France after the war, and inspecting the munition factories 
and hospitals, he spent four days with the Canadian troops. “TI 
have always had the greatest respect and admiration for our 
soldiers,” said Mr. Rowell, “but these feelings were never 80 
great as after spending four days going in and about among 
them, and seeing the conditions under which they are fighting. 
I found them all in ‘excellent spirits, ready for any task that 
may be committed to them.” 

French and British commanders were unanimous in their 
appreciation of the achievements of the Canadians, and before 
leaving France Premier Briand sent Mr. Rowell a message ex- 
pressing great admiration for the Canadian troops, and his. as- 
surance that “none of the allied soldiers are more welcome in 
France than these splendid men who have won imperishable 
glory for themselves in this war.’ 

AUSTRIA NEAR COLLAPSE: GERMANS STILL STRONG. 
RUSSIAN HEADQUARTERS, Southwest Front, Aug —A 
recapitulation of the Russian captures makes it possible to form 
some estimate of what the past two months. have done for the 
allied cause. ; 

General Brusiloff’s achievement hag definitely resulted in 

thetaking away of the initiative from the Gérmans and Austri- 


ans on all fronts, utterly destroying whatever program they 


had planned for the summer. It has caused the diversion to- 
wards Russia of troops from the Italian and French fronts, lay- 
ing the foundation for opportunities elsewhere. It has brought 
about great defeats of the Austrians and convinced the Germans 
that thelr boasted sunericrity finally has vanished. They are 
now obliged to fight approximately on equal terms with the 
Russians, their remaining assets being superiority in guns, 
munitions and railway facilities, all of which will have evapora- 
ted within another six months, excepting only the last. ;

How prodigal and careless Riley 
was of his verses! | For thelr com- 
plete collection his fiends: searched 
with patient care the files of old news 
papers, the fly-leaves of books which 
he had borrowed and returned” en- 
riched with autograph lines, and in 
other out-of-the-way ‘places fugitive 
and beautiful poems were discovered, 
From the beginning melody welled 
from his heart; he carelessly rdifted 
in light-hearted fashion for years, 
then, having learned the human heart 
he began definitely to aspire to the 
fame he fairly earned by putting his 
lore into verses that other hearts wel- 
comed and appropriated as perman- 
ent treasures for the enrichment of

an ingredient of any toilet prescrip- 
tion. Manufacturers of glycerine are 
debarred from supplying it-to whole- 
sale dealers unless the dealers give 
a written undertaking to supply it 
only to chemists who sign an agree- 
ment to the above effect. The reason 
for this embargo {s that the supplies 
of glycerine are required for the pro- 
duction of explosives.

One of those who is enthusiastical- 
ly im fayor of a federated British Em- 
pire is FB. Clarkson, one of the 
largest automobile manufacturers in 
New Zealand, who gave his views to 
a Brooklyn: Herald reporter a few 
days ago, He thought there was not 
the alightest reason to suppose that 
the Dominions, brought to a realiza- 
tion of thelr own strength because of 
the war, might entertain notions of 
independence. He sald: 

“You see .¢ colonials are mostly 
of British stock, and if our life ‘at 
the antipodes bas developed new 
character traits In us, we  bave at 
least not lost our old British charac- 
teristic of unemotional level-headed: 
hess. We are not eaten up with re- 
volutionary: ambitions because, even 
though we left England to seek bet- 
ter fortunes elsewhere, we have no 
earthly reason to complain of ber, 
dut, on, the contrary, one very excel- 
lent reason to be grateful to her; for 
whether we migrated ‘south, east, or 
west, we came to a land where Eng- 
land (ruled, \{o protect us, to encour 
age our efforts and to ease our path, 
That is just what England stands for 
In the colonies: safeguard and en- 
couragement, and the knowledge that 
however far from her home shores 
we are not exiles, but part of her— 
we are still on England's soil. 

Mr. Clarkson proceeded to develop 
his ideas as to what a federation 
‘ought to be: 

“Firatly, each colony, or depend- 
ency or group of small, scattered 
possessions would be given autonomy 
‘of the sort now enjoyed by Candda.

for ‘war services subsequent to that 
for which the medal itself was award. 
ed, These clasps‘are fastened one 
above the other across the ribbon, us- 
ually proceeding In/order -of: date 
from the medal upwards, 

For the ribbons of her nival and 
military medals Great Britain’ has 
adopted some 40-or 60 colora and 
combinations of colors. The colors 
actually employed, though, are only 
11 in number, these being light blue, 
dark blue, red, crimson, yellow, 
orange, white, black, green, brown, 
and ‘grey, 

In most instances the ribbons for 
British war medals are supplied to 
the authorities ready cut into the 
Proper Jengths. A specimen ‘official 
order for a consignment of such rib- 
bons {s worded as follows: 

“It is, desired that you furnish the 
ribbon in pieces two and one-half 
inches tn length, put up in sealed 
Packages, each of which shall contain 
exactly 100 pieces.” 

Silver medals were formerly made 
of the pure metal; that; however, w 
found to be too soft to last well—the 
medals soon becoming defaced. and 
worn. Now allver medals are made 
of the standard, or quality, of silver 
that {s used for our coinage. Gold 
medals are’ of 22 parts pure gold to 
two parts of alloy. 

‘Having recorded that much as to 
British war medals, we may conclide 
this short notice with what will cer- 
tainly be recounted a somewhat sur- 
prising item of joforntation, 

At-one period the War! Ofice had 
upon its hands a many years’ accum- 
alation of no fewer than about 2,500 
unclaimed medals! All of these bad 
been duly inscribed with the ranks 
and names of the officers and men 
who had won ‘them. But the intend- 
ed recipients had © probably ‘either 
died or.forgotten all about their be- 
ing entitled to a medal, and those 
who had custody of the crammed- 
full cabinets of medals at length en- 
quired what’ was to be “done: with 
them, Careful investigation being 
made into:the matter, it was ascer- 
tained that every one of the dies from 
which the medals had been struck 
was -in existence. These dies: were 
ordered to be preserved {in case any 
of\the soldiers or their representa- 
tives should come forward to claim 
the medals, And then all those 2,600 
well-won war medals wero melted 
down for the metal to be used oyer 
again.—The Boys’ Own Paper,

Quite recently. by the War Saving? 
Committee and other bodies, - bu! 
they do say that since the beginning 
of the war there has been an enorm- 
ous reduction in the number of 
orders for civilian clothes, * Much ‘of 
their loss in’ this regard has been re- 
covered by trade in officers’ uniforms. 
Although this new business has not 
been sufficient to restore the balance, 
it is giving the tallors as much work 
as they can do with the’ depleted 
staffs which recruiting and the Mili- 
tary Service Act: have left them, It 
takes longer now to turn out a suit 
of clothes than it did in the busiest 
season before the war. The tailors, 
therefore,’are’ not despondent, 

That people have been spending 
leas on clothes Is beyond doubt. A 
large percentage of the tallors’ ‘cus- 
tomers have left civilian Ife, and 
therefore ceased to -wear civilian 
clothes, A fall in the Incomes of 
many middle-class families has en- 
forced economy; and the rapid rise in 
the price of cloth has helped to guide 
the effort to save in this particuiar 
channel, One tailor draws attention 
to the case of a customer who forim- 
erly gave substantial orders at regu- 
lar intervals, but who since the out- 
break of war has bought nothing. 
The case is an extreme one, but it 
does not stand alone. 

In the cheaper class of clothing 
trade the condition of things fs much 
the same except that. the losses on 
one set of customers are being mainly 
recovered from the extra purchases 
of munition workers, instead of from 
oMcers’ uniforms, It is said to be a 
fact that while comparatively well-to- 
do men are spending less on clothes, 
some working class families who are 
doing well out of war work are 
spending more, This of course {s not 
aD unexpected result, and it does not 
carry any serious reproach against 
the latter class. 

The rich man: has usually a more 
or less extensive wardrobe out of 
which in a time of scarcity be can 
pick clothes which require only clean- 
ing and pressing. The workman has 
no reserve. In normal times he has 
only just enough, and he cannot ‘be 
blamed for buying a little extra when 
times are good for him. 

The attempt to make a fashion of 
sbabbiness during the war is not 
Itkely to succeed. And it is not ne- 
cessary. Few people in the past have 
realized what wonders the cleaner 
and repairer can effect -in a suit 
which has lost its shape and perhaps 
even got frayed. There are well or- 
ganized businesses now which will 
look after a man’s wardrobe by con- 
tract, and it is not surprising to learn 
tbat this Industry has. received a. 
stimulus from the war, . 


Few German Roses, 

Our French Allies and ourselves 
are apparently supreme in the culti- 
vation of the rose. A study of the 
roses shown at Chelsea indicates that 
a few bave German names, and there- 
fore are probably of German origin. 
The majority bear English or French 
names, Russia is apparently not re- 
presented, though we are aawre that 
Jobn Parkinson In 1640 spoke of the 
rose from Moscovy, This was prob- 
ably the one seen by John Tradescent 
the Elder, who in August, 1618, 
made a voyage round the North Cape.

Afghans, When every man had fall- 
en, Bob crawled over the bodiea of 
the dead, and, although wounded in 


the leg, traveled over ninety miles|' 


of country by himself, 
In the battle of Inkermann, Sandy, 


the terrier, maseot of the Royal En-|. 


sineers, thoroughly enjoyed himself 
by running after the Russians and 
snapping at their legs. He was 
eventually run through by the bay- 
onet of an exasperated Russian, but 
Sandy recovered, and had a special 
medal struck for him by the colonel 
of the regiment at the conclusion of 
the campaign. 

Bruce, the enormoug mastiff who 
displayed similar fighting tactics in 
the battle of Kandahar, met with a 
jess fortunate fate, and - was killed. 
and buried on the historic battlefield. 
A poodle who hobbled about on three 
‘legs. was for some years & familiar 
spectacle at Chelsea Barracks. The 

Guards captured the animal in the 
battle of Vittoria, and adopted him 
as their regimental pet.

the historic monuments of the coun- 
try. The church authorities have no 
power to decide what is to be done 
with it. +The question devolves upon 
the Department of Fine Arts. 
+ Since the roof was burned off ‘in 
September, 1914, the interior arches 
have been exposed to the rains of 
two winters, and the archifacts say 
that another winter’s storm may 
cause the mazonry to cave in, It has 
become saturated by water, and a 
bullding over five centuries old can- 
not stand much exposure, - 

The advocates of immediate repair 
say that it is only by grace of con- 
stant repairing that the cathedral 
has lasted as long as it has, and that 
{t should be repaired now, just as it 
has been repaired at various times 
fn the past. 

“Don’t touch,” cry thé anti-separa- 
tion men, striking a tragic attitude. 
“Let the whole world see what the 
barbarians have done. A patchwork 
will not be the Cathedral of Rheims, 
the crowning glory of the French na- 
tional architecture. Do not try to 
console us in our sorrow with make- 
abift patches, The ruins of the cathe- 
dral are nobler, more inspiring than 
any repairs could make them. Leave

At one time straw braids for hats 
was plaited In the United States, Can- 
sda, England and Scotland, but the 
Chinese have gradually secured a 
Monopoly of the business, though 
China straw brald Is inferior in wear- 
Ing qualities to the old home product, 
In the old days straw braid was plait- 
ed by the pioneers from tough rye 
straw, cut before the grain was fully 
ripe. The,Chinese do not waste the 
&rain. They use wheat straw exclus- 
ively and let it get dead ripe. The 
China braid can be bleached only in 
one place, Luton, a town forty miles 
from London, England, and this gives 
London a practical monopoly of the 
trade in China braid. : 

The open season for straw hats is at 
hand, and [t will surprise American 
wearers to know that nearly all the 
straw braid used comes from Shan- | 
tung, China, and that the atraw used | 
in making a sixty-nine-cent bargain 
counter hat in cut in the same field 
that supplies the straw for a five-dol- 
Jar hat. The straw and the braids are 
sorted, some of the straw is split finer 
than the rest and the braids differ 
in width and pattern, but it Js all com- 
mon wheat straw, and hot the best at 
that, for the Chinese take no precau- 
tions to protect the wheat. or to im- 
prove its quality.

LONDON, Aug. 17—A new blow, for which the French and 
British artillery has been preparing the way for more than two 
days, was struck this afternoon against the German front both 
north and south vf the Somme. As a result Teuton trenches 
Were carried ona mile-and-a-quarter front on both sides of the 
village of Maurepas to a depth of from 350 to 600 yards, while 
south of the river the German line three-quarters of a mile in; 
length was seized by the French: r: 

* These success, which mark the opening of the fourth phase 
of the bloody struggle in Picardy, have enabled the Allies to 
penetrate at points on the Guillemont-Maurepas road, besides 
giving them complete control of the highway from Maurepas 
to Clery. This advance, if maintained, brings the Allies direct- 
ly. in front of the large railroad town of Combles. The village 
Surrounded 
on three sides, and with French troops engaging the Germans 
in the outskirts, its complete capture is expected at any moment. 
The hamlet is one of the foundation-stones of the German de- 
fence in this region, each house having been separately fortified 
and each barn a smail arsenal. 

Today’s attacks, coming on the heels of declarations from 
Germany that the allied offensive in Picardy was definitely halt- 
ed and that the German lines could never be broken, are taken 
here to indicate that the French and British are determined, 
at all costs, to keep up their desperate offensive, Heavy losses 
were inflicted today on the Germans, the official statement is- 
sued at midnight in Paris says, while a large number of prison- 
érs, the total of which has not yet been reported, were captured. 

Gen. Haig has no word to sap today of the part the British 
played in the new drive. That British troops took part in the at- 
tacks is announced b ythe French War Office, but the British 
Commander-in-chief himself in his nightly despatch to the War 
Office merely says: “There is nothing important to report.” 

The French success south of the Somme was won in one ir- 
resistible dash, which carried the victorious troopers clear across 
the German advanced lines. They are now consolidating the 
positions won, despite counter-attacks which are reported al- 
ready to be in progress.

“ARMY BEHIND THE ARMY.” 








Lord Northcliffe Describes Organiza- 
tion of the British Forces. 


Under the title ‘The Army Behind 
the Army,” Lord Northcliffe contri- 
butes a lengthy article to The Times 
describing the wonders of the orgab- 
ization behind the British front in 
France, which he favorably contrasts 
with conditions earlier inthe war. 
The British, he says, enter the third 
year of the war under “miraculously 
changed conditions from point of 
view of efficiency and economy.” Thea 
number of skilléd workers behind 
the lines, he points out, exceeds the 
number of the total British expedi- 
tfonary force. . 

“We have a whole South African 
campaign and a complete Crimea 
every month,” he writes. ~ 

“The army behind the army has 
already impreved,on the spot much 
of the machinery in which we had 
thought to have attained perfection. 
Among Germgny’s many blunders 
was her forgttfulness of the British 
power of quick {mprovisation and 


| 





ces. 

“Making allowance for war time, 
our Hines of communication _ organ- 
ization, superimposed as it {s upon 
the overworked French rallways and 
roads, and In a country where there 
is no native labor to be had, is jn 
August, 1916, as near perfection as 
{t ever can be. As difficult as eco- 
nomy and war are to mate, I have on 
the occasion »f this visit, and in con- 
trast to the days of 1914, seen no- 
thing wasted. 

“To-day, almost before the reex 
and fume of the battle is over, al-

He had tarried three 
months Ip Greece. and now they abode 
seven days at Troax «xx, 2-6; xvi, 8, 9). 
There they bad an all night preaching 
service, at which one young man who 
sat in a. window slept so soundly that 
he fell out from the third story and 
was killed, but the Lord restored aim 
through Paul, and all were comforted. 
Paul must have been full to overflow. 
ing with messages which he felt would 
be bis last to them (xx, 7-12, 25). While 
all the party went by ship to “Assos, 
Paul walked across country to meet 
them there (verse 13), While fellowship 
with the brethren is often refreshing, 
there is nothing so grand as to be 
alone with God, and this lonely walk 
would give Paul opportunity for the 
communion he desired. 

Paul desired, If possible, to be at 
Jerusalem by the day uf Pentecost, so 
instead of visifvsg Epbesus again he 
sent for the elders of the church there 
to meet him at Miletus. and the prin- 
cipal part of our lesson today fs the 
record of his farewell address to them 
(verses 14-17), He reminded them that 
for three years he had faithfully testi- 
fied to-Jews and Greeks repentance 
toward God and and falth toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ, testifying the gos- 
pel of the grace of God and preaching 
the kingdom of God (verses 21, 24, 25). 
‘These are the truths which all need to 
know, and there Is nothing so grand to 
tell as the grace of God which bring- 
eth salvation to ali and justifies freely 
all who truly receive him (Rom {il 
24; Eph. i, 8 9; Tit i, 11; iil, 4-7). 

Since all are guilty before God and 

the righteousness which He requires 
BO mortal man has nor can obtain by 
his own efforts it is surely good news 
that God has provided this perfect 
righteousness in Christ Jesus and of- 
fers it freely to every penitent sinner 
(Rom. ill, 19; II Cor, v, 21; 1 Cor. 4, 80; 
Rom, x, 4). Humility becomes us al- 
ways, for we are nothing and know 
nothing and can do nothing apart from 
Him, nnd there fs no room for boasting 
except in the Lord. If we realized how 
great is the wrath from which we hare 
been delivered and which atili rests 
upon and awaits those who are not 
saved there might be more prevailing 
tears on our part for lost vues about us 
“(verse 19; I Thess. 1, 10; John iif, 36). 
Then, there is the building up or edify- 
ing of the salnts so necessary for the 
Giorifying of God on the part of Hls 
saved ones (terse 32), and nothing can 
do this but the word of God, which is 
the only food for the sou! (Jobn xvil, 
17; Jer. xv, 16). Paul could say what 
many a preacher cunnot say: “I kept 
back nothing that was protitable unto 
you. * * © I have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of God" 
(verses 20, 27). Although {t is written 
that “all Scripture is given by inspira. 
tion of God and is profitable,” that 
there is a special Diessing upon al] who 
read or hear the book of Revelation, 
that our Lord sald that it was foolish 
not to give heed to ali that the proph- 
ets bad said (11 Tim, ill, 16; Rev, {, 8; 
Luke, xx!v, 25), yet there are those who 
torn away.from all prophecy and spe- 
cially from the book of Revelation and 
encourage others to do 80. Such would 
do well to consider what in written of 
those who feed themselyes instead of 
the flock and are called wolves, thieves, 
robbers, hirelings (verses 29, 30; Ezek.

A ian ‘was carried by the meet- 
ing to memorialize the Ontario Gov- 
ernment to build a permanent road 
between Windsor: and the eastern 
boundary of the Province along the 
present highway. <A committee was 
zlso appointed, composed of the May- 
ors and Reeves of the different muni- 
cipalities in the district between 
Belleville and Prescott, to wait on the 
Ontario government and press upon it 
the advisability of proceeding at once 
with the work of building a perma- 
nent road in the district along the Bay 
of Quinte and St. Lawrence River. 

Mayor O'Connor welcomed tHe del- 
egates to the town. 

W. A. McLean, Deputy to the Mip- 
ister of Highways gave a very inter- 
esting address. He sald in part: “I 
have always contended that the 
municipalities of Ontario have, on a 
whole, done well with their high- 
ways. In some parts of the province 
{t fs a pleasure to ride over them, 
Certain highways in Eastern Ontario 
are good but when it comes to tra- 
velling from one county to another 
there is no vubiic highway. The 
proposal to construct such a high- 
way will show that the people are 
not as far behind as in generally 
thought.” 

“The Ontario Government expects 
to pay 40 percent. of the cost of 
the road and 20 per cent. of the cost 
of the upkeep. This applies to only 
twenty-two counties in the province.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—Both on the Somme and before Verdun 
fighting of the most desperaate character continued today, mark- 
ing the fourth day of the renewed grapple in the former theaire 
and the second day of terrific clashes in the new_Meuse action. 

They carried a ridge southeast of and overlooking Thiepval, 
northern slopes above Pozieres, hold the western edge of High 
Wood, and enemy trenches extending half a mile to the west. 
The line has been extended halfway to Ginchy, and the outskirts 
of Guillemont, with the station and a quarry of considerable 
military importance were won. On Saturday further progress 
was made on the Pozieres-Bapaume road. 

On Friday the British advanced on an eleven-mile front 
from Thiepval to GuiHemont, taking important positions and 
800 prisoners. 

A slight lull during thelate hours of yesterday and through 
last night in Picardy was broken today by a series of terrific at- 
tacks on the new British front west of the Delville Wood: The 
Germans swept forward in their first assault just about the noon 
hour, and succeeded in breaking into the newly-consolidated 
British trenches. They wer eimmediatelyl taken‘iihder a heavy 
fire and best with infantry attacks, with the result that they were 
driven from thep ositions. Other attacks which followed falled. 

Meanwhile, to the south, the British and French, in hard- 
fought actions, scored local successes on short fronts. The Brit-' 
ish pushed forward for some distance north of Bazentin-le- 
Petit, further increasing the menace to Martinpulch, which is 
now under the continuous fire of their guns,

I 
think history will clear me of that charge.

Str Robert points out that the muz- 
sle energy of British guns bas out- 
ranked that of any other nation. So- 
called big German guns, about which 
there has been so much written, are, 
as regards their muzzle energy, very 
small and foferior weapons in com- 
parison with ours. 

Sir Robert also reveals the aston- 
Ashing fact that the life of a motets 
high velocity gun is not much mo 
than three seconds, By this he means 
that if one added up the length of 
time during which the projectile re- 
mained in the gun it would be-found 
that under full service velocities the 
total time, and consequently the life 
of the inner gun tube, did not 
amount to much more than three se- 
conds before the erosion set up inter- 
fered with the accuracy of aim, 

Several interesting examples are 
f remarkable 
results that he has witnessed as being 
Obtained from what he calls that 
“modern high-speed and great-power 
heat-engine known as the big gun.” 
One of these’ was that of a Sin, 
‘wrought-iron plate being attacked by 
a 9.2in, Whitworth shot. This plate 


“was swung upon tunnions projecting 


from either side, In other words, 
before firing it would bave been pos- 
sible with comparatively little energy 
to make the plate swing backwards 
and forwards. 

To show how quickly the shot act- 
ed, when the Whitworth shot was 
fired against this plate and perfor- 
ated it the plate was lifted from its 
trunnions seating and thrown away 
some 10ft. or 12ft., yet the hole was 
properly. punched in the plate, In 
other words, before the plate bad 
time to swing the shot passed 
through it.

Marches, properly so called, are

ets, two horns, and two bassoons. 

One of the most famous bands is 
that of the Royal Artillery, Many 
persons who have attained distinc- 
tion in the musical world have been 
connected with the Royal Artillery 
or its band. Among them was Sims 
Reeves, who was the son of a bands- 
man, and who, fn his boyhood, sang 
im the military choir at Woolwich. 
It is, perhaps, not well known that 
the Royal Artillery band is fifty 
years older than the Philharmonic 
Society, having been formed ja 1763. 
It has done much for the advance- 
ment ‘of music in. England, and haa 
always enjoyed the advantage of 
having a succession of eminent musi- 
cians as banmasters, It has always

A FAMOUS REGIMENT. 
Connaught Rangers = First 
Fought in Flanders in 1794. 
The Connaught Rangers, since the 
opening of hostilities, have been In 
the thick of the fighting in Flanders, 
\nd along with other Irish regiments 
ave received the highest pralse 
from Sir John French. The Rangers’ 
battle-cry, “Erin-go-Bragh,”’ was first 
heard in Flanders in 1794, when the 
regiment received its baptism of fire 
at Alost, where a formidable French 
force was defeated. Since tnen the 
“Devil's Own” have figured In every 
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cated by the regiment's long Hat of 
battle honors. 

During the Peninsular War the 
Connaught Rangers won high dis- 
tinction, and at the conclusion of the 
Battle of Busaco Wellington bestow- 
ed the warmest praise on the Irish- 
men. Riding up to Colonel Wallace, 
he said, “Wallace, I never saw a 
more gallant charge than that made 
by your regiment.” The best soldiers 
of France fled before the bayonets of 
the Rangers at Fuentes d’Onoro, 
whilst ‘the Irishmen greatly distin- 
guished themselves [pn the terrible 
breach At Badajoz, when they form- 
ed the forlorn hope which paved the 
way to victory. On this occasion a 
bogier boy of the regiment named 
White was severely wounded, but he 
heroically continued to sound the 
“Advance,” 

With characteristic Iriabh dash the 
Connaughts forced back the Russian 
army at Alma, and at Inkermann and 
Sebastopol they fought with dogged 
determination, though exposed to the 
rigours of bitter wintry weather. 

From the frost-bitten Crimea the 
Connaught Rangers were dispatched 
to the sun-baked plains of Indla to 
ald in the quelling of the Indian 
Mutiny. Under Sir Hugh Rose the 
regiment fought witb its usual dar- 
ing, and the natives had cause to 
remember the whirlwind charges of 
the “Irish Devils." A: 

During the Kafir War Major 
Moore, of th. Connaughts, obtained 
the V.C. With his regiment he fig- 
ured in the flercest fighting of the 
campaign. On one occasion he had 
his horse shot under bim three times 
im one day. He won the V.C. for an- 
deavoring to rescue a wounded pri- 
vate from the-Kaffira, when he shot 
two natives and received an assegai 
through his arm during the gallant 
attempt. 

The Connaught Rangers served in 
both South African Wars and won 

honors. In the campaign of 
1899-1902 a gallant feat of the 
Irishmen opened up the way to the 
Rellef of Ladysmith.

It consists of a large build- 
ing contalning a school hall and Ub 
rary, two huge panels in the former 
recording the names of Etonians 
who fell in the war. The panels 
form a background for a bust of 
Queen Victoria, while in front is a 
case with glazed top, in which is 
treasured the manuscript Roll of 
onor, - : 
( At Halleybury College there {s :: 
agnificent obelisk adorned with 
sixteen bronze plates, on which are 
inscribed the sixteen principal bat- 
tles of the South African War. 
It {a pointed out that after the 
Napoleonic Wars sculptors were con- 
tented not only to employ emblems 
such as cannon-balls, standards, etc., 
in memorials, but also represented 
thelr heroes in dying attitudes, and 
occasionally showed in bas-relief a 
battle scene or naval action. St. 
Paul's Cathedral contains some tn- 
teresting examples of monuments of 
this kind, / 
One of the most striking war mem- 
orials, however, is the monument in 
the garden of the Royal Naval Bar-| 
Tacks, Chatham, where many prison- 
ers of war were buried a hundred 
years ago, 

A remarkable monument has also 
been designed at Godalming in honor! 
of J. G. Phillips, the wireless oper- 
ator whose heroic death on the foun- 
dered Titanic was one of the vic- 
tories of peace. A plece of land wag 
laid out as a paved pool garden, with 
2 roofed cloister round three sides. 
On the fourtl is a screen partly of 
open arcade and partly of solid wall, 
In the middle of which Is fixed a 
stone inscription panel. Although in 
this case only one man Is comme:n- 
orated, the ample wal! surfaces give 
space for a great number of names, 








Hoge Hallstones. 


Recent hailstorms deposited some 
fairly large hallstones in , various 
Parts of the country, including one 
three Inches In circumference, and a 
dozen, gathered at random, which 
weighed one pound, an average of 
1 1-3rd oz each. But these figures 
are a long way behind existing hail- 
stone records, for on July 8th, 1893, 
several hailstones, each as large as a 
good-sized orange, fell at Richmond, 
Yorks, as detailed in the archives of 
the Royal Meteorological Society, 
where also are photographs of some 
6in. and 7in, in circumference. 

In 1907 a hailstorm visited a part 
of Indo-China, and the director of 


the Central Observatory, M. Cadet, } 


reported afterwards that at first the 
hallstones were as large as exes, but 
as the storm progressed they increas- 
ed in size, A soldier picked up one 
“as large as a man’s head,” and an- 
other was placed on the scales and 
tipped the beam at 12ox. In Janu- 
ary, 1911, too, giant hailstones fell 
at Molepalale, Bechuanaland, of such 
a size that twenty natives were killed 
by being struck with them. 





Oldest Industry. 


The pearl fisheries of Ceylon are 
said to be the oldest industry in the 
world. For over three thousand 
years the pearl-oyster harvest has 
been gathered by the natives, who, 
skilled in diving, have handed down 
the industry from one generation to 
the next. Of late years the remunere| 
ation has been uncertain. Some time 
ago the Government leased its rights 
to a foreign concern for a apecified 
sum annually. Peari-fshing in Cey- 
lon to-day is somewhat of a specu- 
lation, 

The greatest care is taken lest 
when the shells of the bivalves are 
opened any of the precious gems be 
lost or stolen. A very strict watch is 
kept over the natives, whoare em- 
ployed in this kind of work, but im! 
spite of the greatest precautions; 
some of the smaller stones are fre- 
quently concealed. The refuse froar 
the shells is very carefully examined 
subsequent to this first examination. 
Even the dried dust of the oyster is 
carefully sifted. ,.

Hartley Dewart, K.C., Liberal 
defeated Mr. James A. Norris, Con- 
servative, in yesterday's bye-election 
in Southwest Toronto. The polling 
took place to fll the vacancy caused 
by the death of Hon. J. J. Foy, Attor- 
ney-General in the Whitney Adminis- 
tration. The Conservative majority 
for the seat at the last election was 
3,763. 

Mr. Dewart is the first Liberal 
elected to represent a Toronto seat in 
the Legislature in twenty-six years. 
In 1890 Mr. Joseph Tait, Liberal, was 
elected with Messrs, E. F. and H. E. 
Clarke Conservatives. Mr. Tait sat 
only for One term. At that time the 
city voted as a whole, and Mr. Tait 
was the third of the successful can- 
didates. The nearest the Liberals 
ever came to electing a member since 
that time was in 1901, when Mr. H. 
H. Dewart, who now goes to the 
Legislature, was defeated by the late 
G. F. Marter in North Toronto by a 
majority of 34.

birth. She steps into a box and $t is 
cartied out of the house to a mule 
standing at the door. Then to the 
eounds of weird music the anima) with 
{ts burden fs led down the street by 
the nurse between the lines of those 
looking on. On arriving at her. hus- 
band’s home she leaves the box and 
enters the bouse. When In the room 
where her husband, alone. ts walting 
for her she throws herself at his feet. 
He raises her and lifts ber reil. There 
1s no formal ceremony. no mutual 
Pledges. The fact of their being 
brought together and the door shut 
behind them constitutes a martringe. 

Jn Constantinople: there are Moham- 
medans from many quarters of the 
globe. There {s a Muorish quarter 
where the denizens practice such cere 
tonles as are practiced on the north- 

: ern coast of Africa. 

There fs a little stream flowlug Into 

the Bosporus called the sweet waters 
of Asia. Turkish ladies in summer 
time make excursions to Its banks In 
tuwboats. Leaving the boats. ther 
scatter themselves on the land, and It 
is a pretty sight to see them, clad as 
they are In their brightly colored man- 
tles, They carry rugs and cushions 
| with them, which they place on the 
Ground, often at the base of, trees, 
which furnish a convenleut support 
There they chattersand eat candy 
Turkish men are near. but do not min 
gle with the women.

Tongues That Kill. 

The tongues of some animals are 
very dangemus weapons. A lon could 
¢peedily kill a man by merely licking 
him with bis tongue. The tongues of 
all the members of the cat family are 
zovered with curious recurving spines 
formed of tough cartilage. In the com- 
mon domestic cat these spines are very 
small, but are sufiiclently well devel- 
oped to give the tongue a feeling of 
roughness. In the fiercest animals, 
such as the Hon or tiger, these spines 
are frequently found projecting up for 
an eighth of an inch or more with very 
sharp points oredges. While the mouth 
Is relaxed the tongue fs soft andsmooth, 
but when the aplmal ts excited the 
spines become rigid.

Ordinary colic or intestinal fermenta- 
tion {s not the true’ poisoning, which 
ts doe to fermentation or imperfect dl 
gestion. 

There are certain foods especially 
susceptible to the development of pto- 
maines, such as meat, game. Osh and 
milk or its products. Shellfish, and par 
ticularly clams, are possibly the most 
common cause. 

But the development of ptomainés 
(which. by the way mean “derived 
from a dead body") is not due to any 
qualities in the foods themselves, but 
te lack of care in handling them. Some 
persons think that contact with tin or 
galvanized surfaces is the cause, as 
in ice cream. This has not been defi- 
nitely settled. The chief and accepted 
cause is change of temperature tn food 
products before they are used and care- 
legs storage either on the part of dealer 
or housewife. 

In spite of ul) that has been said‘on 
the subject of care of the refrigera- 
tor, sanitary handling and cleanliness, 
many of us are not 100 per cent rigor- 
ous in the way we treat foods be-

These discoveries ultimately led to 
the French authorities inviting pub- 
Uc tenders for the salvage of wreck- 
age and treasure from the sunken 
Seet. The conditions are that the 
contractor shali.pay 20 per cent. of 
any specie or articles of value recov- 
ered to the Pension Fund of the 
Marine, which also reserves the right 
to take, on the advice of experts, any 
object which possesses historical tn- 
terest, Up to the present no great 
finds have been made, the war having 
tnterfered with the operations. There 
ta no doubt, however, that at a suit- 
able opportunity further endeavors 
will be made to recover the treasure 
of the roadstead at La Hogue, and 
that those engaged on the salvage 
operations will probably reap a big 
fortune.

Various attempts have been made 
to recover this treasure, but onl¥. a 
small part bas been retrieved, the 
bulk still waiting for enterprising 
searchers, 

For hundreds of years the belief 
has prevailed that gold dust and 
gems to the value of £1,120,000,000 
| lle buried at the bottom of the sacred 
lake of Gustavita, in Colombia, a ter- 
ritor# once occupied by Indian tribes 
xenowned for their tabulous wealth, 
and many attempts have been made 
to drain the lake, without success.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Allies made another great effort 
on the,Somme today and scored further important local suc- 
cesses on both the French and British fronts north of the river. 

In a dashing action the French seized all the ground in 
Maurepas that remained in the hands of the Germans and broke 
forward for a distance of morethan 200 yards beyond on a fron 
of a mile,and a quarter. bd ‘ 

The British continued to close in upon Thiepval, until now 
they are almost in the edges of the villages. They carried a 
German trench 400 yards long, advancing a further 300 yards. 
Pressing forward from the south, they now practically control 
thetown, which is surrounded on three sides. 

Even more important, however, than today's gains of ter- 
rain is the news reaching here from Paris that the Somme bat- 
tle front is being extended far to the southward. 

For a distance of morethan 30 miles south of Estrees, the 
present extremity of the front of attack, the French artillery 
opened up a tremendous bombardment of the German lines, the 
big gun-fire reaching as far as Lassigny. The artillery action is 
believed to forecast a new infantry drive against positions not 
60 strongly held as those os the Somme now are.

Marvellous Surgical 
Feats on Wounded 


\ Barly last year a saelatirench surgeon 
removed a fragment of a grenade 
from the heart of a wounded soldier.

The man was in due time discharged 
from hospital, b¥f, as his health fail- 
e* to return, a new radiograph was 
taken. This showed a bullet in the 
heart, and it was decided,to at- 
tempt removal.

By exploration with the  fin- 
gers the ball was discovered to be in 
the right ventricle, near the point.

To the Patrons of the Factories Boanling Cheese at Belleville 
Dear Sirs: 

In September, 1914, the members of the Belleville (heed Board 
by ap unanimous vote decided to ralse a fund to assist in alding the 
women and children of those Canadians who had enlisted for Overseas’ 
service, in the defence of our Empire. In fact so prompt, was their 
uction that the Belleville Board was one of the first organizations in 
Canada to engage in this good work. 

A request was made for our patrons to donate a day's milk, and 
so loyally was this suggestion complied with that over $4000.00 was 
realized and placed {n the hands of the Treasurer, Mr. John Eliott, 
Manager of the Standard Bank, Belleville, for qistribution, as he might 
be instructed: by the Board. 

.. Out of the money so realized, numerous payments were made to 
worthy individuals and $2500.00 given to ald hospitals and battalions 
and all of which was used judiciously and to tne best advantage. 

in September 1915, a second day's milk was asked for, the 
response being most gratifying and the amount realized about $3000.00. 

It was decided by the Board that all the money raised in 1916 
should be expended to ald Red Cross work and this has been literally 
adhered to, us the full $3,000.00 representing the 1915 donation has 
been paid to Red Cross Associations and Women’s Institutes, to enable 
them to purchase material, to be by them prepared for the use of 
wounded soldiers in hospitals in Great Britain and France. 

The assistance rendered by the Cheese Board has enabled our 
noble and devoted women to relieve the sufferings of our brave Cana- 
dians to a much greater extent than would have been possible without 
the financial aid of the Board. 

It is the wish of the President, Officers and Members of the Belle- 
yille Cheese Board that each patron be fully informed as to how the 
money {s expended and with this end in view the Treasurer is in- 
structed to publish in the local papers quarterly a full statement of 
income and expenditure of the Board's funds. It might further be 
added that no money {s paid by the Treasurer until the Board or 
Finance Committee has passed upon the item. 

Red Cross and Women’s Institutes receive regular grants of 
$15.00 each, but In every Instance before such payment is made the 
request must be approved of by the President of the factory in the 
district from which the application came. x 

At no time since the beginning of the war have so many of our 
Canad{fan soldiers been in the hospitals as at present, and owing to 
the activities of the Allied Forces the numbers are dally increasing, 
and the call to us {s' urgent, while our funds are low, the amount on 
hand being less than $700.00. Having considered present conditions 
and in order that the Board may be able to continue Its good and 
philanthropic work on behalf of the Empire and our Canadian boys 
in particular, we have decided to ask for another day's milk, and have 
fixed September 15th, 1916, as the date when each patron is asked to 
contribute to this laudable object. We hope this will be the last occa- 
sion for an appeal to you for Red Cross Funds and trust that the 
response on Friday, September 15th, will be even greater than those 
in the past.

not ceased. with the disappearance of 
the snow, They are now being har- 
nessed to small two-foot-gauge light 
railways, which run everywhere 
hind the front, and they are capable 
of drawing the heaviest load up the 
steepest gradient, Eleven dogs, with 
8 couple of men, can carry a ton!up 
some of the most precipitous slopes 
in the mountains ,and I was assured 
that two teams of seven dogs each 
could do the work of five horses in 
this’ difficult country, with a very 
great economy of m:n. 

The kennels, which I visited re- 
cently, lie just below the crest of a 
certain mountain in the Vosges, It 
would be hard to conceive more ami- 
able creatures than the 250 doge who 
welcomed our visit, Of them -all, 
there was only one who passed by 
with the warning, “He bites!"* 

Three breeds ure in service—the 
‘Alaskan, the Labrador, and the Cana- 
dian—and the best of these is the 
Alaskan as his courage never fails, 
and he will work until he drops, 
though he ia perhaps the weakest of 
them. They are all shaggy dogs, with 
prick ears and bushy tails, their color 
ranging from black to white, between- 
gtay and browns. Their chest de- 
velopment, so necessary for hauling, 
is remarkable.” They are mainly fed 
an rice, horseflesh (of which there is 
abundance), and waste military. bis- 
cuits, and this fare appears to suit 
them admirably, as they are always 
in splendid condition and disease iy 
practically unknown. 

A team of seven dogs was harnese- 
ed to a makeshift truck, formed of 
ammunition cases, to take us alone 
ane of the two-foot-cauce railways. 
The harness consists of a chest strap 
and-a wooden bar behind which takes 
the place of a horse's kicking strap, 
It is extremely simple, and can be 
mit on or taken off in a minute., No 
whip was used, and order was main- 
tained simply bs commands shouted 
in English, As soon xs they were 
hitched to the truck the whole team 
Rave toncue and becan to pull with 
sbvione delicht.

‘This is to say that the Canadian 
public would have sent over to’ the 
United States, or some other foreign 
country, over eighteen and a half, 
millions of dollars in order that they 
might bave ordinary, everyday vege- 
tables on’ their’ dining-room © tables 
had it ndt been for the fact that our 
own growers supplied our needs. Of 
this amount Ontario contributed al- 
most one-third. 

/>The vast majority of people, city 
and country, are under the impres- 
sion that fruit-growing forms a 
greater part of the nation’s © trade 
than the vegetable industry, yet from 
the same report we may observe that, 
in the same year, the actual cash 
value produced In vegetables in Can- 
ada was $6,025,419 more than © of 
orcbards and small fruits combined. 
When we recall that it required less 
than half as much land for the veget- 
able-growers to produce this enorm- 
ous difference (206,011 © acres) as 
was necessary for the fruit men we 
may form some conception of the 
tremendous possibilities this almost 
unrecognized field of agriculture has 
pent up within it. 

Strange as {t may seem, although 
vegetable-growing is the: most scien- 
tide branch of agriculture;- although 
five years ago it had outstripped the 
fruit industry by more than six mil- 
lion dollars as a business ‘proposition 
to the country, {t still holds only a 
secondary place In the experiments 
and scientific investigations of our 
agricultural colleges and experimen- 
tal stations 
Under the general head of “Horti- 
culture” vegetable growing is car- 
Tied on as the most unimportant 
branch. On the horticultural files you 
will find forty bulletins issued by our 
Agricultural Department on apples, 
pears, peaches, grapes, plums, cher- 
ries, raspberries, currants, and al- 
most every Canadian-grown. fruit. 
You will find not more than half a 
dozen on vegetables. 

In stating these facts I do not for 
a moment wish to throw any reflec- 
tion on the work and methods of any 
of our agricultural colleges or ex- 
perimental farms, A more able set 
of men could not anywhere be found 
to carry on this work. 1 merely 
wish to point out that a new indus- 
try has grown up in this country 
which calls for a new field of scientl- 
fic Investigation and experimental 
work, and I am convinced that the 
tirenecia not only of the Domin- 
fon, but of all the Provinces, are be- 
ginning to recognize this fact. 













































Work Goes East, 


“Our St. Catharines plant {fs not 
doing the work it ought to do, be- 
cause we cannot fet men, For that 
reason we are sending all the work 
we'can to Sherbrooke, where there is 
no trouble getting what labor we 
want, and, moreover, we can get it 
at less cost.” 

The foregoing is one Ontarlo man- 
ufacturer’s position in the present 
labor situation. Ilere is what another 
Says: 

“We took our Orst order for shells 
at $4, which was completed to the 
satisfaction of the board. The next 
order came along and the price was 
$2. Our plant, of course, Is not a 
large one, and we could not turn out 
the quantities that some of the larg- 
er plants are aoing,‘nor at as low a 
figure, but what we did was done 
right, and if the need of shells was 
very urgent the price should not 
stand in the way. But, as we could 
not do the work at the price paid to 
the Quebe€ manufacturers, because 
of the lower-priced labor and the 
abundance of it, we had to decline 
the order at the lower prices. Our 
men to a very large extent enlisted. 
That's why I sold what machinery I 
had and dropped out of the business, 
and it Is likely that the machinery 
I used for shell-making has gone to 
Quebec.” 





Apple Crop Poor. 


With the apple crop of Ontario ap- 
Proaching maturity it is possible to 
make a reasonably accurate forecast 
of production in this line. That pro- 
duction fn eastern Canada will be 
small admits of no doubt, according 
to the August report of the Dominion 
Fruit Commissioner, It is equally 
well assured, according to the same 
authority, that in Ontario and Que- 
bee at least the quality will be very) 
poor, 

In the Lake Erie district it is only 
well cared for. orchards that show-a 
good crop, and the general yield is 
not placed over forty per cent. 
normal, with ten per cent. No. 1, 
About Cobourg, in the centre of the 
Lake Ontario district, only a fifty 
per cent. crop is looked for, and that 
badly da:naged by scab and hail, 

The report of the Fruit Branch of 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture Is in entire agredment with that 
of the Dominion Fruit Comniissioner, 
Going more into detail the Ontario 
report says that in the Goderich dis- 
trict apples are almost an entire fail- 
ure. In Lambton Baldwins alone pro- 
mise a full crop, other leading va- 
rieties being light to medium; in 
Kent and Norfolk crops are only me- 
diums In quantity, and scab has 
greatly reduced quality.

ROUMANIAN TROOPS FIGHT 


LONDON, 
troops are fighting on Austro-Hun- 
sarian soll, following the declaration 
of war by Roumanian upon Austria. 

“Almost the entire Roumanian 

army is rapidly moving,” says a des- 
patch from Lausanne to The Dally 
News. The Swiss frontier has been 
closbed. 
The first clashes between troops of 
Roumania and the Central Powers oc 
curred last night in southeastern and 
eastern frontier mountain passes of 
Hungary, says an official statement 
given out heretoday. The attacks 
by the Roumanians are described in 
the statement as “treacherous.” Rou- 
manian prisoners were taken. Ad- 
vance guards of th two forces came 
into contact at Rothentuurm Pass, 
fifteen miles south of Hermanrstadt, 
Transylvania, and in the passes south 
of Kronstadt (Brasso, the statement 
adds. 

Kronstadt and Hermannstadt, to- 
ward which the Austrian Official com- 
munication indicates the Roumantang 
are making their first efforts at an 
advance, are two of the most fmpor- 
tant cities in Transylvania. They are

Kronstadt is seventy miles east- 
southeast of Hermannstadt: 

The city of Kronstadt-is the most 
important commercial and manufac- 
turing centre of Transylvania.

Sibin, It has a population of 33,000 
Roumanians make up a large part of 
the population of both cities. 

Roumania fs the fourteenth nation 
to enter the war. She has a popula- 
tion of 6,800,000. 

It isestimated ‘that the effective 
strength of the Roumanian army {s 
about. 900,000 men, including ten 
regiments of the Red Hussars and ten 
of the Black Hussers, with artillery 
aggregating four hundred and eighty 
75-millimetre guns, 160 field guns, 
beyonging to the resrve and an un- 
known number of heavy guns.

Unfortunately wages and some other things 
do not mount up on wings like the eagles—and 
chickens: and eggs and butter. 
here are the publishers of The Daily Ontario 
and The Weekly Ontario engaged in the purely 
philanthropic task of selling their paper at a 
LOWER cost to the subscriber in 1916 than was 
charged by the publishers in 1886, when the five 
dollars per annum for the daily paper would 
buy enough beef to keep a good-sized family all 
winter. Now the subscription price is three dol- 
lars a year, and a three-dollar roast of beef is 
pretty well demolished at the end of the third 
meal. 

Publishers are harder hit by this poverty- 
producing prosperity than are any other classes 
of the community. But it was not to plead their 
cause that we began this sermonette. Pub- 
lishers, for the most part, are either philan- 
thropists or fools—chiefly the lattér if we are 
to judge by their capacity for/business. The 
best cute for the fool is to let him suffer from 
his own folly.
